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POWER OF ATTORNEY AND OTHER 
DOCUMENTS IN TURKEY. 


A notification, of which the following is a translation, 
has been received by His Majesty’s Government from 
the Turkish Government. 

‘In order that a Power of Attorney may be valid 
before the Turkish judicial authorities, it is necessary 
that it shall have been drawn up by a notary public 
and legalised by a Turkish consulate, or that it shall 
have been drawn up directly by the consulates of the 
Republic. 

‘‘ Further, every document which has to be sub- 
mitted to a Turkish court must be accompanied by a 
translation (7.e., into the Turkish language) made by 
the Consulates of the Republic, or by notaries public 
in Turkey.’’

CATALOGUES FCR RUSSIA. 

British firms appear to be under some misapprehension 
in regard to the dispatch of catalogues to Soviet trusts, 
syndicates and Government departments. 

Import licences are only required in the case of goods, 
and no licence is necessary for parcels containing cata- 
logues, price lists, prospectuses, etc. 

The procedure at the Russian end would, however, be 
facilitated if catalogues were enclosed in wrappers as 
printed matter instead of in parcels.

NEW ZEALAND WEIGHTS AND MEASURES

GAMBIAN TEXTILE IMPORTS. 
The Imperial Trade correspondent, the 
General’s office, Bathurst, reports that during the three 
months ended 3lst December, 1926, imports of cotton 
piece-goods into the Colony of Gambia were valued 
at £95,621. Of this amount cotton manufactures, 
bleached, accounted for £40,208; printed, £29,340; 
dyed, £20,736; grey, £3,317; and coloured £2,020. 
The bulk of the piece-goods came from the United 
Kingdom, £89,477, and France, £3,713.

The net tonnage of ships entered with cargoes in the 
foreign trade in March, 1927, was 4,814,000 tons and of 
those cleared with cargoes 5,383,000 tons, being increases 
of 286,000 tons and 104,000 tons respectively over 
March, 1926. Of the entrances 3,132,000 net tons in 
March, 1927, and 3,087,000 net tons in March, 1926, 
were British, and the corresponding figures for clear- 
ances were 3,413,000 net tons and 3,449,000 net tons 
respectively. 

Comparing money values in the first quarter of 1927 
with the first quarter of 1926 there was a fall of 0°2 per 
cent. in imports, of 10°1 per cent. in British exports, and 

; 15°2 per cent. in exports of imported produce; there 
was an increase of 1°8 per cent. in retained imports. 
These figures, however, do not reveal the actual move- 
ments of trade. There was a reduction of £9,064,000 
in the gross imports of Food, Drink, and Tobacco, of 
which £4,890,000 occurred in the meat group, but there 
was a fall of 7 per cent. in the average import value of 
wheat and one of 10°4 per cent. in the average import 
value of chilled beef. Leaving out imports of coal, there 
was a reduction of £7,245,000 in the gross imports of

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Raw Materials and Articles Mainly Unmanufactured, of 
which raw cotton accounted for £4,558,000, but the 
average landed value of Egyptian cotton had meanwhile 
fallen by 31°6 per cent., that of American cotton by 35 
per cent., and that of sheep’s wool by 10°4 per cent. 
Such reductions have, naturally, to some extent affected 
also export values. 


Imports OF Foop, DRINK AND ToBACcu. 


Measured in quantities, there were small increases in 
the gross imports of wheat and barley and one of 41:3 
per cent. in the imports of flour, but there was a heavy 
reduction in oats and a moderate one in maize. Taking 
the cereal year (from Ist September) the gross imports 
of wheat and flour reckoned in terms of wheat have been 
15,389,000 quarters for the first seven months of 1926-7, 
compared with 15,280,000 quarters and 16,985,000 
quarters respectively in the corresponding months of 
1925-6 and 1924-5. Compared with 1925-6 there has 
been a reduction of over one-third in the imports of 
barley, of nearly one-half in oats, and of i1 per cent. in 
maize. Retained imports of beef were 9°7 per cent. less 
in quantity in the first quarter of 1927 than in the first 
quarter of 1926, but retained imports of mutton and 
lamb were 8 per cent. greater; there was a heavy reduc- 
tion in imports of frozen beef from Australia and New 
Zealand and an increase of nearly 32 per cent. in imports 
of mutton and lamb from South America. Imports of 
bacon from Denmark increased in weight by 34°5 per 
cent., but there were reductions in the receipts from 
Canada and other countries, so that the net increase in 
retained imports of bacon and hams was only 4 per cent. 
Imports of butter from British countries fell off, and, 
despite a small increase in imports from Denmark, there 
was a reduction of 13 per cent. in the tonnage of retained 
imports in the first quarter of 1927 compared with the 
first quarter of 1926. On the other hand, in consequence 
of larger imports from New Zealand, the net imports of 
cheese increased by about 3 per cent. Gross imports of 
apples increased by over a third, those of bananas were 
about the same, and those of oranges showed a slight fall 
in quantity. Retained imports of unrefined sugar were 
359,000 tons and those of refined sugar were 159,000 tons 
in the first quarter of 1926; in the quarter just past they 
were respectively 250,000 tons and 125,000 tons. Gross 
imports of tea rose from 112,168,000 lbs. to 121,635,000 
lbs. and the re-exports from 19,542,000 lbs. to 22,282,000 
lbs., while the quantity entered for home consumption 
also rose from 101,985,000 lbs. to 114,762,000 lbs. ; the 
stock in bonded warehouses was practically the same at 
the end of March, 1926, and March, 1927. Retained 
imports of raw tobacco were less by under one per cent., 
but the quantity entered for home consumption was 
4-7 per cent. greater; stocks in bond on 31st March, 
1927, were 387,536,000 lbs., or about six and three- 
quarter times the gross imports of the quarter. 


ImPoRTS OF RAw MATERIALS. 


Over 2,313,000 tons of coal, valued at £6,393,000, 
were imported in the first quarter of 1927 against 1,875 
tons in the first quarter of 1926, but only 102,000 tons 
arrived in March, so that commitments in this respect 
are, obviously, nearly worked off. In March, for the 
first time since the end of the coal stoppage, imports of 
iron ore exceeded those of the corresponding monthof the 
previous year, but notwithstanding this increase of about 
12 per cent. the deficit for the quarter was 300,000 tons, 
or about 23°6 per cent. Gross imports of raw cotton 
were 5,951,000 centals (nearly 5 per cent. from British 
countries) in the quarter, but 378,000 centals were re- 
exported, and the retained imports showed an increase 
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of about a quarter over thcse for the first quarter of 
1926. The fluctuations of our re-exports are well dis- 
played by the fact that while 67,000 centals were sent 
to Russia in the first quarter of 1926 and 179,000 centals 
in the first quarter of 1927, the United States took 
134,000 and 57,000 centals respectively. In the expired 
seven months of the cotton importing year retained 
imports of raw cotton have aggregated 12,303,000 
centals, compared with 11,952,000 centals and 13,469,000 
centals in the corresponding periods of 1925-6 and 
1924-5 respectively. 

The increase in the retained imports of sheep’s and 
lambs’ wool which has been noted on previous occasions 
still continues, the aggregate in the first quarter of 1927 
being 235°5 million lbs. against 187°6 millions lbs. in the 
first quarter of 1926. Reckoning the wool importing 
year as beginning on Ist October, retained imports have 
so far been 305°8 million lbs. in 1926-7, 250°7 million 
lbs. In 1925-6 and 198°4 million lbs. in 1924-5. While 
our re-export trade in the first quarter of 1927 was only 
about 5 per cent. greater than in the first quarter of 
1926, re-exports to Germany doubled, and those to 
l'rance were less by nearly 41 per cent. Against the 
increase in raw wool should be set the continued decrease 
in the imports of woollen rags for making shoddy and 
mungo. Among other textile materials the first quarter 
of 1927 showed increases in flax, jute, and silk waste and 
no change in raw silk and hemp. Except linseed, most 
seeds and nuts showed reductions, as did crude palm oil, 
but tallow, coconut oil, and soya bean oil registered 
increases, and there was an increase of nearly one-half 
in the imports of crude petroleum. Retained imports of 
wet hides were down by 23 per cent. and those of dry 
hides up by 30 per cent., and there were substantial 
increases in hard wood, soft wood (except pitprops), 
wood-pulp, and rubber ; all thesecomparisons are between 
the first quarters of 1927 and 1926. It may also be 
noted that the average import value of rubber fell from 
about 2s. 10d. per lb. to about 1s. 7d., and that the

ImMPoRTS OF MANUFACTURED Goops. 

Retained imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof were 705,000 tons in the first quarter of 1926, 
aid rose to 1,473,000 tons in the first quarter of 1927, 
the month of March contributing about 37 per cent. and 
about 32 per cent. of the respective totals; retained im- 
ports in March, 1927, were also 80,000 tons less than in

‘china and translucent pottery and hard porcelain 
were 22,000 cwts., against 3,300 cwts. in the correspond- 
ing half-year of 1925; in the second half-year they were 
89.800 cwts., against 4,600 cwts.; and in the first 
quarter of 1927 they were 61,200 cwts., against 5,400 
cwts. in the first quarter of 1926. Here may be seen, 
perhaps, a case of imports in anticipation of duties. Im- 
ports of lead increased in quantity in the first quarter 
of 1927 compared with those of the first quarter of 1926, 
and there was a decrease in tin; other non-ferrous metals 
showed no conspicuous change. Gross imports of woollen 
tissues were 8,287,000 square yards in the first quarter 
of 1927, 6,577,000 square yards in the first quarter of 
1926, and 5,550,000 square yards in the first quarter 
of 1925, while re-exports were 1,254,000 square yards, 
(63,000 square yards and 643,000 square yards in those 
periods respectively. Most remarkable is the increase in 
the imports from Germany from 407,000 square yards in 
the first quarter of 1925 to 2,910,000 square yards in 
the first quarter of 1927, while the imports from France 
(3,564,000 square yards in January-March, 1927) were 
slightly below the 1925 figures and slightly above the 
1926 quantity. Retained imports of worsted tissues

(3,432,000 square yards, nearly all from France) were 
nearly 44 per cent. greater than in the first quarter of 
1926, but about 5 per cent. less than in the first quarter 
of 1925. Notwithstanding the large increase in the im- 
ports of crude petroleum (53 million gallons), the 
retained imports of refined petroleum, at 336 million 
gallons in the first quarter of 1927, were 95 million 
gallons above the retained imports of the first quarter 
of 1926 but 51 million gallons below those for the last 
quarter of that year. Comparing the first quarters of 
1927 and 1926, there was for 1927 an increase of about 
8 per cent. in the retained imports of undressed leather 
and a decrease of about 17 per cent. in those of dressed 
leather. Retained imports of paper and cardboard 
amounted to 3,972,000 ewts. in the first quarter of 1927, 
an increase of 99,000 cwts. over those for the correspond- 
ing quarter of the previous year, but in packing and 
wrapping paper alone there was a decrease of 390,000 
ewts., or 30 per cent.; printing and writing paper, on 
the other hand, increased by 322,000 cwts. Retained 
imports of motor cars and chassis fell from 10,899 in the 
first quarter of 1925 to 5,837 in the first quarter of 1926, 
but in the first quarter of the current year they have risen 
again to 9,607. 

Exports OF BRITISH PRODUCE AND MANUFACTURES. 

Among exports of British foods and drink the chief 
changes to be noted in comparing the first quarter of 
1927 with the first quarter of 1926 are a fall of about 
5°5 per cent. in the quantity of flour exported, about 55 
per cent. in oilseed cakes, about 9 per cent. in vegetable 
oils, about 10 per cent. in beer, and about 62 per cent. 
in refined sugar, but there were increases of 87 per cent. 
in fresh fish, 4 per cent. in cured fish, 30 per cent. in 
sait, and 17 per cent. in jams, while cocoa preparations, 
spirits, and confectionery showed little change. There 
was a very small increase in manufactured tobacco 
exported. 

Exports of coal rose from 4,093,000 tons in January, 
1927, to 4,173,000 tons in February and to 4,820,000 
tons in March ; the total for the quarter was about eight- 
tenths of one per cent. below the quantity exported in 
the first quarter of 1926 and only one-tenth of one per 
cent. below that exported in the first quarter of 1925. 
Coal shipped for the use of steamers in the foreign trade 
and of fishing vessels in March, 1927, amounted to 
1,385,000 tons, 7,000 tons more than in March, 1926; 
the bunkers for the first quarter of 1927 were 3,959,000 
tons, 6,000 tons less than for the first quarter of 1926 
and 295,000 tons less than in the first quarter of 1925. 
At the same time there was a reduction in the quantity 
of fuel oil for the use of steamers, etc., from 61,466,000 
gallons in the first quarter of 1926 to 55,459,000 gallons 
in the first quarter of 1927; in the first quarter of 1925 
the quantity shipped was 53,798,000 gallons. Our export 
trade in manufactured fuel has also been regained, the 
figures for the first quarters of 1925, 1926, and 1927 being 
respectively 295,000 tons, 299,000 tons, and 336,000 tons. 
The case is different with coke, probably on account of 
home requirements ; the figures for gas coke are 158,000 
tons, 337,000 tons, and 194,000 tons, and for furnace 
coke 336,000 tons. 304,000 tons, and 87,000 tons 
respectively, in the first quarters of 1925, 1926, and 
1927. 

The tonnage of chinaware, earthenware, pottery, etc.. 
exported in the first quarter of 1927 was about 
11 per cent. below that exported in the first quarter of 
1926, the decrease being almost entirely in the classes of 
sanitary ware and refractory goods, while china, general 
earthenware, and stoneware showed small increases. 
Exports of cement also increased by 12 per cent. Exports 
of iron and steel goods had not recovered their former 
position by March, 1927, but whereas the exports for the 
whole of the first quarter of 1927 were 24 per cent. less 
than the exports for the first quarter of 1926, the month 
of March. 1927. showed a decrease of only 13 per cent. 
on March, 1926. Exports of iron and _ steel bars, 
black plates, wrought tubes, wire manufactures, 
screws, and chains were greater in quantity In the 
first quarter of 1927 than in the first quarter of 
1926; but 32 per cent. had still to be made up in railway 
material, nearly 18 per cent. in tinplates, about 16 per 
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cent. in galvanized sheets and about 28 per cent. in 
plates under an eighth of an inch thick. In cutlery, 
other than scissors and complete safety razors, in tools 
and implements, and in hardware, exports during the 
first quarter of 1927 still lagged somewhat behind those 
in the first quarter of 1926, and, while the tonnage of 
machinery exported in March, 1927, was practically 
identical with that exported in March, 1926, the first 
quarter of 1927 was still behind by nearly 9 per cent. ; 
for the quarter (and also for the month of March) agri- 
cultural machinery, boilers, cranes, and  non- 
electrical prime movers showed decreases, while 
electrical machinery and non-specified machinery showed 
increases both for the month and the quarter, and textile 
machinery, while still in arrears for the quarter, in- 
creased over 7 per cent. in March. 

Exports of cotton yarns were one-fifth greater in 
quantity in March, 1927, and over 2 per cent. greater 
in the first quarter of 1927 than in the corresponding 
periods of 1926; two-thirds of the March increase was 
due to greater German takings. Exports of piece-goods 
of all kinds aggregated 1,015 million square yards in the 
first quarter of 1927, about 10 per cent. below the exports 
for the first quarter of 1926 and about 18 per cent. below 
those for the first quarter of ‘1925 ; the exports in March, 
1927, however, showed reductions of only a little more 
than 2 per cent. and 5 per cent. compared with March, 
1926, and March, 1925, respectively. Exports of piece- 
goods to India for the, first quarters of the year were 
460 million yards in 1925, 418 million yards in 1926, 
and 425 million yards in 1927; exports to China were 
about a fourth less in the first three months of 1927 than 
in the first three months of 1926. Comparing the first 
quarters of 1927 and 1926, the present year has shown 
a reduction of 20 per cent. in the yardage of unbleached 
goods, of 4 per cent. in bleached goods, of 8 per cent. 
in prints, of 4 per cent. in piece-dyed goods, and of 6 per 
cent. in coloured cottons. 

Alike in exports of wool tops and of woollen, worsted, 
and other yarns, both the month of March and the first 
quarter of 1927 showed substantial increases over the 
exports of the corresponding periods of 1926. In the 
first quarter of 1927 there was a decrease of about one- 
twelfth in exports of all-wool woollens and a_ small 
increase in mixed goods. The reduction was greatest in 
the lightest class of goods. There were further reduc- 
tions in all classes of worsted tissues exported, the total 
being 11:1 million square yards in the first quarter of 
1927 against 13°4 million square yards and 15°2 million 
square yards respectively in the corresponding quarters 
of 1926 and 1925: gains in the exports to Australia, East 
Indies, and the Argentine in 1927 were not sufficient to 
balance heavy decreases in the exports to Canada, South 
Africa, the United States, and China. 

Exports of piece-goods wholly of silk increased by over 
85 per cent., and those of mixtures more than doubled 
in the first quarter of 1927 compared with the first 
quarter of 1926, but linen piece-goods exported were less 
by 10 per cent. and jute piece-goods by 4 per cent. Ex- 
ports of hoots and shoes, hats, and most classes of 
hosiery had not by the first quarter of this year regained 
their pre-stoppage level. 

Exports of sodium compounds in the first three months 
of 1927 were 16 per cent. greater in quantity than in 
the first quarter of 1926, but ammonium sulphate, copper 
sulphate, and disinfectants had fallen off. There was a 
slight increase in exports of paints, but a 12 per cent. 
decrease in British-refined petroleum and one of 6 per 
cent. in soap. Leather exports. however, were up by a 
twelfth. Exports of paper and cardboard declined by 
7 per cent. from 1,277,000 ewts. in the first quarter of 
1926 to 1,188,000 ewts. in the first quarter of 1927, 
although exports of printing and writing paper to 
Australia increased by about 45,000 cwts., or nearly 8 
ner cent. Exports of rail locomotives were 10,646 tons 
in the first quarter of 1925, 13,161 tons in the first 
quarter of 1926, and 2,763 tons in the first quarter of 
1927 ; on the other hand, for the same periods the exports 
of motor cars and chassis have been respectively 6,411, 
9,159, and 12,264, and the exports of motor cycles 
11,726, 13,278, and 14,558. 
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WHOLESALE PRICES IN FRANCE, 
GERMANY, BELGIUM, AND ITALY, 


COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS. 


The downward trend during the past few months of 
the general level of French wholesale prices showed 4 
reversal in February, when the end-of-month index 
number was about 1°6 per cent. in advance of the 
January figure. In Belgium, Germany, and Italy prices 
continued to fall, although the changes in the index 
numbers, compared with those for January, were not of 
great significance. The tables which follow show the 
movements of the index numbers of wholesale prices 
during recent months. Owing to the employment of 
different base periods the index numbers are not strictly 
comparable in magnitude as between one country and 
another, but some comparison can be made regarding the 
relative movement of prices. 





The following summary statement shows the com- 
parison of the price movements in the countries named 
with those in this country, expressed as percentages of 
the average of prices in 1925, all prices being reduced 
to gold equivalents at the average rate of exchange 
quoted in the period or at the date to which the price- 
index refers. The:table shows the variations in certain 
months of the year 1926 and in January and February, 
1927, the figures for December, 1925, being added. 
In the cases of France and Italy, the index num- 
bers are made up to represent the position at the end of

At the end of February the general index number of 
wholesale prices in France stood at 645, an increase of 
10 points over the January figure. The increase 
extended to both foodstuffs and industrial materials, the 
former costing about 1°8 per cent. more and the latter 
being dearer by about 1°4 per cent. 

The index for vegetable foodstuffs at the end of 
February showed an increase of 1°6 per cent. over the 
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previous month’s figure. Foodstuffs of animal origin 
were dearer by 3 per cent., while sugar, coffee, and cocoa 
showed a trifling increase in price. 

The most notable increase among industrial materials 
jn February was one of 4°5 per cent. in respect of textiles. 
Minerals and metals, which registered a fall of nearly 
6 per cent. in January, advanced by just over 1 per cent., 
while the price-level of the ‘‘miscellaneous’’ group 
showed little change. 

A rise of 26 points brought the index for imported pro- 
ducts at the end of February to 650, this figure exceed- 
ing the general index by five points and the index for 
home products by seven points.

The general index of German wholesale prices fell from 
135°9 in January to 135°6 in February. As in January, 
the decline is due to seasonal movements in the prices of 
cattle and foodstuffs of animal origin, the position in 
these groups being affected also by the present unfavour- 
able relation between the price-levels for cattle and 
fodder, the latter exceeding the former by about 30 per 
cent. Higher prices for rye, potatoes, flour, and sugar 
raised the index for vegetable foodstuffs from 154°2 
to 155°7. 

The upward movement of the index for industrial 
materials and semi-finished goods continued in February, 
the most marked appreciation (2 per cent.) being in the 
textile markets, where good business in the finishing 
industry raised the prices of textile half-products. 
Fertilisers and building materials registered increases of 
about 1 per cent., the index for the latter being the 
highest of the industrial groups in both January and 
February. Coal, iron, and metals were slightly cheaper 
lu February. 

The index for finished goods showed no decrease for 
the first time since October, 1925, a slight fall in pro- 
ducers’ goods being balanced by a small rise for con- 
sumers’ goods.

THE BUDGET, 1927-28. 


SUMMARY OF PROVISIONS. 

the Budget of Great Britain for 1927-28 was intro- 
duced on Monday into the House of Commons by the 
Rt. Hon. Winston Spencer Churchill, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. The revenue for 1926-27 was £805,701 ,000 
and the expenditure £842,395,000, leaving a deficit 
of £36,694,000. The estimated revenue for 1927-28 
is £834,830,000 and the estimated expenditure 
£833,390,000, providing for a surplus of £1,440,000. 


CHANGES IN TAXATION. 

The changes in taxation proposed, and their estimated 
effect, are shown in the following statements and table: 

Motor Car and Motor Cycle Tyres.—It is proposed to 
repeal the exemption in favour of tyres from the duty 
of 334 per cent. ad valorem on the component parts and 
accessories of motor cars and motor cycles, with effect 
from 12th April, 1927. 

Blank Cinematograph Film.—It is proposed to bring 
all photographic sensitised sheets or strips of celluloid 
or other similar material which are not less than 12 feet 
in length, whatever their width, within the duty of 

1d. per linear foot of standard width on blank cinemato- 
oraph film as from 12th April, 1927. 
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Beer.—It is proposed to reduce the period of credit 
allowed to brewers for payment of the duty on home. 
made beer from two months to one month. 

Translucent Pottery.—It is proposed to levy a duty 
on and after 19th April, 1927, for a period of five years, 
on imports of tableware, or component parts thereof, of 
translucent or vitrified pottery at the rate of 28s. per 
cwt., with a preferential rebate of one-third in favour 
of Empire goods. 


British Wines.—It is proposed to impose a duty of 
ls. per gallon on British wines sent out by makers for 
sale on and after 25th April, 1927. 

Estate Duty.—It is proposed to terminate the relief 
granted in connection with estate duty to certain settled 
property by section 16 of the Finance Act, 1907. 

Stamps.—Relief is to be allowed from Companies 
Capital Duty and Transfer Duty in certain cases of 
reconstruction and amalgamation of Public Companies. 


Income Tax.—(a) Literary and Dramatic Royalties.— 
It is proposed to strengthen the law so as to secure 
collection of tax on Literary and Dramatic Royalties 
paid to non-residents. (b) Charities.—It is proposed 
to relieve from Income Tax, Schedule D, any profits 
earned by a charity in carrying out the primary object 
of the trust. (c) Taxation of Interest.—It is proposed 
to alter the law relating to the payment to the Exchequer 
of tax deducted from certain interest with consequential 
effects in cases of liquidations and bankruptcies. (d) Pay- 
ment of Income Tax, Schedule A.—It is proposed that 
the Income Tax, Schedule A, which is at present pay 
able in two equal instalments, one on Ist January and 
the other on Ist July, should be payable in one sum on 

st January.

Notes on Trade. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE’S FIRST ANNUAL 
REPORT. 

The First Annual Report on the work of the Imperial! 
Institute in 1926 illustrates the progress made during 
the initial year of the reorganised institution. 

One of the principal changes in the organisation has 
been the appointment of Advisory Councils on Plant 
and Animal Products and on Minerals to advise on all 
matters relating to these groups of Empire raw 
materials, a task in which they are assisted by a number 
of representative Advisory Technical Committees deal- 
ing with special products. The Report shows that these 
Councils and Committees are dealing with many 1m- 
portant questions affecting the possible development of 
the production in the Empire of silk, timbers, vege- 
table and animal fibres, minerals and other products. 

The Institute is intended to serve as a central clearing 
house for the whole Empire for information relating to 
raw materials, and the reports of the Intelligence Sec- 
tions indicate the extensive use which is made of the 
facilities offered by the Institute in this respect. 

Another important branch of the Institute’s work 
is the preliminary investigation in its laboratories of 
Empire raw materials with a view to promoting their

utilisation in industry or commerce. During 1926 
materials of the most diverse kinds were received for 
examination from practically every part of the Empire. 

Special steps have been taken to establish a closer 
liaison and exchange of information with similar insti- 
tutions and a more effective co-operation with technical 
officers of Dominion, Indian and Colonial Governments.

BRITISH STANDARD CONTOURS FOR 
LOCOMOTIVE TYRES.

CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 

The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that 
between 24th and 30th March 8,700 barrels and 4,500 
boxes of Canadian apples were shipped to United King- 
dom ports. The total exports of apples from Canada 
this season up to 23rd March amounted to 658,580 
barrels, 10,031 half-barrels and 854,089 boxes, as com- 
pared with 1,162,078 barrels, 14,029 half-barrels and 
628,149 boxes during the same period last year. 


GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 

The Secretary to the Gold Coast Government Commer- 
cial Intelligence Bureau in London reports that exports 
of cocoa from the Gold Coast in March amounted to 
29,741 tons. This total compares with 36,787 tons in 
February and 28,393 tons in January. 


GOLD COAST IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED 
STATES. 

The Secretary to the Gold Coast Government 

Commercial Intelligence Bureau in London reports that 
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the values of the principal imports into the Gold Coast 
Colony from the United States during 1925 were as 
follows:—Flour and meal, £219,030; lard and lard 
substitutes, £13,044; tobacco, unmanufactured, 
£120,154; oil, illuminating, £98,664; oils, motor 
spirit, £186,027; timber, sawn or hewn, undressed, 
£15,972; timber, sawn or hewn, wholly or partly 
dressed, £7,632, motor cars, £223,389; 
parts, £34,760; lamps and lanterns, £16,019; and 
spirits, perfumed, £2,005. 


FINANCIAL POSITION OF TRINIDAD 
AND TOBAGO. 


That Trinidad and Tobago were steadily and surely 
returning to the state of prosperity which they enjoyed 
in the days of sound business before 1914 was the belief 
expressed by the Governor of the Colony in his message 
at the opening of the 1927 Session of the Legislative 
Council in Port of Spain, reports the West India 
Committee. 

The revenue of the Colony for 1926 was £1,737,288, 
the expenditure £1,580,213, an excess of £157,075, so 
that the actual surplus at the end of the year, including 
the balance brought in from 1925, amounted to £248,676. 
After setting aside the amount allotted to reserve, the 
present year started with a favourable balance of 
£123,676, instead of £71,800 as anticipated. This 
result was due partly to revenue in 1926 exceeding the 
estimates by £18,289, and to expenditure falling short 
of the estimates by £33,587. 

Excluding railway finance, added the Governor, the 
1927 was expected to produce a revenue of 
£1,485,846, and to allow of an expenditure of 
£1,472,434, a revenue excess of only £13,412. He did 
not consider the revenue estimates too optimistic, and 
there was every reason to hope that the substantial rises 
in the prices of cocoa and sugar would be maintained 
through the present season, while increased production 
of oil was also expected.

CONSULAR FEES ON SHIPMENTS 
TO MEXICO. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 
in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Journal’’ (p. 388), the 
Consulate-General of Mexico in London has issued a 
further notice intimating that shippers and exporters 
must state in the Consular Invoice, in the column re- 
reserved for ‘‘ Name, class and material of goods,’’ the 
number of the Tariff heading covering the merchandise 
concerned. The Tariff number must be given on the line 
underneath the name of the merchandise, and must be 
followed by the rate of duty applied, or by the word 
‘‘Exenta’’ as the case may be. 

It should be noted that it is not obligatory to make out 
separate invoices, and that different items of merchan- 
dise may be stated on one single Invoice, even though the 
percentage Consular fee is leviable at different rates. 
As, however, the separation of Consular Invoices is of 
great convenience, the Consulate-General suggests that 
this course should be adopted by shippers and exporters.

VALUE PARCELS SENT TO PERU BY POST.

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PLUMBAGO. 


The improvement in prices during 1925 was unfortunately 
not maintained during the past year, and the quantity of 
plumbago exported was only 232,352 cwts. as against 305,608 
cwts. in the previous year. America was, as usual, the 
largest ‘buyer with 89,917 cwts. against 115,393 cwts. in 
1925, a decrease of 25,476 cwts. Shipments to Germany 
were 35,234 cwts., or a decrease of 50,234 cwts., but those 
to Great Britain amounted to 58,376 cwts., an increase of 
7,014 cwts. The market for all grades fell considerably as 
the year progressed, but a better demand is anticipated 
during 1927, with a consequent improvement in prices. 


CINNAMON QUILLS AND CINNAMON CHIPS. 


While there was an increase in exports of cinnamon quills 
of 229,000 Ibs. to a total of 3,513,676 lbs., the trade in chips 
fell away by approximately 50,000 Ibs. to 1,315,156 lbs. The 
increase in shipments of quills was mainly accounted for by 
larger purchases by the United Kingdom, Germany and the 
South and Central American States. Consignments of chips 
to the United Kingdom were almost twice those of 1925, 
but shipments to Belgium, France, Germany and Holland 
showed heavy decreases. 

Cocoa. 

Exports of cocoa during 1926 at 66,387 cwts. show a slight 
decrease on the previous year, when the total was 68,707 
cwts. The United Kingdom took 10,985 cwts. against 24,485 
cwls.; the Philippines, 27 866 owls. against 25,080 cwts.; 
Australia, 7,012 cwts. against 2,505 cwts.; and the United 
States and Canada, 11,884 cwts. against 11 ,075 cwts. The 
most noticeable feature was the decrease in shipments to 
the United Kingdom. Exports to Germany increased to 
1,963 cwts. from only 874 cwts. 


CARDAMONS. 


Shipments of cardamons in 1926 totalled 321,184 Ibs. 
as compared with 353,562 Ibs. in the previous year. This 
shortage is chiefly accounted for by smaller exports to the 
United Kingdom, which is by far the most important 
destination, and to India. The largest increases were to 
Egypt and Norway. The United Kingdom took 143,948 Ibs. 
against 184,182 Ibs.; the United States, 38,846 Ibs. against 
40,322 lbs.; Egypt, 3] ,438 Ibs. against 19, 361 Ibs.; Germany, 
20.634 Ibs. against 30,190 Ibs.; Norway, 22. 365 Ibs. against 
4,950 Ibs.; India, only 367 Ibs. against 23,271 Ibs.; and 
Denmark, 11,468 }bs. against 7,468 lbs. 


CITRONELLA OIL. 


Total exports in 1926 amounted to 1,445,182 lbs. against 
1,407,800 Ibs. in 1925. Those to the United Kingdom rose 
from 323,446 Ibs. to 431,866 Ibs., but shipments to the 
United States fell to 575,560 Ibs. from 636,797 Ibs.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1926. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that imports 
and domestic exports in 1926 were valued at £3,152,422 and 
£3,025,978 as compared with £2,863,917 and £2,901,315 re- 
spectively in 1925. The principal sources of imports last 
year were Great Britain £1,266,663 as against £1,122,763 in 
1925, India £463,086 (£493,858), Germany £295,444

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1926. 


Aceording to the Monthly Review of Central Europe pub- 
lished by the Anglo-International Bank, Limited, London, 
imports during the year under review amounted to 
7,631,779,276 dinars and exports to 7,818,180,094 dinars, the 
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result being a balance in favour of Jugo-Slavia totalling 
186,400,818 dinars. This favourable position was only 
reached during the last quarter of the year, the returns for 
the first nine months having closed with a deficit of 
88,769,802 dinars. There was, however, one factor which 
marred this favourable state of affairs, and that was the fact 
that Jugo-Slav exports in 1926 decreased in value by 
1,086,359,234 dinars as compared with 1925. The favourable 
trade balance has therefore been achieved chiefly at the cost 
of a Jarge decline in imports.

FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


(From the British Legation. ) 
BERNE. 


The official returns of Swiss foreign trade during Febru- 
ary last show that there was a marked improvement in the 
trade balance of Switzerland, imports amounting to 186°] 
million francs and exports to 156°0 million frs., as com- 
pared with 182°6 million frs. and 1341 million frs. respec- 
tively in January. It will be seen therefore that exports 
during the month under review represented 83°9 per cent. 
of imports as against 73°3 per cent. in the preceding month. 
The principal classes of imports in February last, as com- 
compared with January, were as follows :—

It will be seen that there was comparatively little change 
since January, the increase of 6 million frs. on foodstuffs— 
of which wheat alone accounted for 5°5 million frs.—having 
been counter-balanced by a decrease of similar magnitude in 
industrial raw materials. The advance of 4 million frs. in 
imports of manufactured gocds was thus solely: responsible 
for the increase of the total imports in February. Switzer-

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


CURRENT BUSINESS AND LAST YEAR’S 
TRADE. 

The rate of general business activity in the United States 
has continued its gradual advance during the last few 
weeks, while in several basic industries the expansion has 
been very pronounced, states the ‘‘ Guaranty Survey,’’ the 
monthly publication of the Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York. These developments have strengthened confi- 
dence in the fundamental soundness of present conditions, 
and in the outlook for a continuance of active business for 
the next few months. It remains true, however, that the 
volume of trade for the entire country appears to be some- 
what smaller than a year ago. 

Among the leading industries the most significant trend 





is that of iron and_ steel manufacture, in which 


the present rate of activity is nearly, if not quite, 
the highest in its history. The _ situation in_ the 
automobile industry is also encouraging, despite a 
few recent price reductions by manufacturers. The 
‘‘ Survey’ considers that there is little reason to fear 
that the business of the country as a whole will be greatly 
affected by the coal strike unless it lasts much longer than is 
generally believed, or unless the non-union fields become 
involved to a considerable extent. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


The foreign trade of the United States in February resulted 
in another large export balance. Total merchandise exports 
amounted to 373 million dollars, and imports to 312 million 
dols. According to a report of the Federal Reserve Board, 
the movement of gold, which played such an important role 
in economic and financial changes in post-war days before 
1924, again became an important factor in the country’s 
business affairs in January and February of the present year. 
Imports of gold in January totalled about 62 million dols., 
and exports about 15 million dols. During February gold 
imports were about 22 million dols., and the country’s 
available gold stock was further enlarged by the release of 
earmarked gold. Gold exports in February totalled only 
2,414,000 dols. Nearly 20 million dols. of the exceptionally 
large gold imports received in January appear to have had 
their origin in circumstances not connected with seasonal 
movements or with money market conditions. 


ForEIGN TRADE, 1921-26. 


The complete record of the foreign trade of the United 
States for the calendar year 1926 shows that, both in volume 
and in value, the year’s commodity movement was larger 
than in 1925, and represented the fourth successive yearly 
increase. In no year has the volume of exports and imports 
of merchandise reached the total of 1926. Merchandise 
exports for last year were valued at 4,808 million dols., and 
imports at 4,431 million dols. The net export balance 
declined from 981 million dols. in 1924 and 683 million dols. 
in 1925 to 378 million dols. in 1926, and was almost exactly 
equal to that of 1923. With this exception, last year’s excess 
of exports was the smallest yearly figure since 1914. To 
offset this small visible export balance there was a net 
import gold balance of only 98 million dols., and a similar 
excess import movement in silver amounting to 23 million 
dols. Such invisible import items as shipping charges, 
lourists’ expenditure and the like were probably more than 
offset by the investment of American funds abroad, so that 
the year witnessed a further accumulation of foreign in- 
debtedness to the United States. 

In the last six years, from 1921 to 1926 inclusive, merchan- 
dise exports of the United States amounted to 26,793 million 
dols. In the same period imports totalled 21,682 million 
dols. Adding to this the 124 million dols. export balance 
for the first two months of the current year, there is a total 
merchandise export balance since 1st January, 1921, of 5,235 
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million dols. In the same period imports of gold into the 
United States amounted to 1,951 million dols., and exports 
to 531 million dols., leaving an import balance of 1,420 
million dols. If to this is added the import surplus of 67 
million dols. for the first two months of 1927 there is an 
import balance of 1,487 million dols. Durine the period 
reviewed there has undoubtedly been an invisible balance 
of trade against the United States sufficient, together with 
the heavy gold shipments, to wipe out a considerable part of 
the visible balance referred to above. In spite of the falling 
olf of exports and of the increase of imports the flow of 
gold into the country expanded in 1926. Gold imports for 
the year, amounting to 214 million dols., were 86 million 
dols. greater than in 1925, and were 98 million dols. larger 
than gold exports during the year. The explanation of this 
growth in gold imports despite declining merchandise 
exports seems to lie partly in the increased receipts of 
interest and dividends from previous American investments 
in foreign countries and partly in the building up of foreign 
gold balances in American banks in an effort to stabilise 
exchange. 
AMERICAN INVESTMENTS ABROAD. 


In the meantime the investment of American capital 
abroad has been increasing. The official figures for foreign 
loans publicly taken in the United States for the last six 
years are: in 1921, 553 million dols.; for 1922, 734 million 
dols.; for 1923, 395 million dols.; for 1924, 878 million dols. ; 
for 1925, 1,031 million dols.; and for 1926, 1,168 million dols. 
Most of the Government loans are funded, and the service on 
these loans, together with increasing payments on account 
of private debts, must sooner or later be reflected in the 
United States foreign trade, concludes the ‘ Survey,’’ and 
as yet there is no sigao of cessation in the world’s accumula- 
tion of indebtedness to the United States with its attendant 
effect upon the country’s foreign trade in the future.

LATIN AMERICA. 








FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER, 
1926. 


The British Vice-Consul at Lima reports that according to 
recently published Customs statistics the total trade of 
Peru during the first nine months of 1926, despite the 
collapse of the cotton market and low sugar prices, showed 
an increase over the corresponding period of 1925. Imports 
in the period under review amounted to £P.13,445,941, as 
against £P.12,680,442 in the first nine months of 1925, while 
exports totalled £P.17,549,467 and £P.15,131,759 respec- 
tively. The most striking increase in imports was that under 
the heading of flax, hemp and jute, from £P.320,800 to 
£P.425,417. This was chiefly accounted for by increased 
requirements for sacks to take the sugar crop, the export 
value of which rose from £P.2,903,850 to £P.3,322,244. 
Exports in general showed a healthy upward tendency, large 
increases in metals and petroleum and its derivatives being 
noticeable. Exports of Tanguis cotton, which forms the 
greater part of the Peruvian cotton crop, fell from 
£P.4,097,621 in the first three quarters of 1925 to 
£P.2,983,995 in the same period of 1926. 

Peruvian capital is employed mainly in cotton and sugar, 
and large sums were lost last year owing to unremunerative 
prices of cotton, while sugar prices left only a very small 
margin. The mines and oilfields are almost entirely in 
foreign hands, and their products are paid for abroad, so 
that it is considered that the figures quoted above give too 
optimistic an idea of the present state of the country.

UNITED KINGDOM. 





RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR JANUARY. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the railway 
Statistics for January can be obtained at H.M. Stationery 
Office (price 2s. 6d.). In addition to the usual information 
the volume contains, in continuation of the commodity 
Stalistics previously published, the most recent particulars 
in regard to the tonnage, receipts, and receipts per ton 
mile (at each mile up to 50 miles and in mileage groups 
beyond that distance) in respect of oil cake. 


PASSENGER AND Goops TRAFFIC. 

The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken in January was 91,514,701, a decrease 
compared with the corresponding month of last year of 
$,232,640, or 8°3 per cent. The receipts from passengers (ex- 
cluding season ticket holders) showed a decline of £294,696, 
or 71 per cent. If the London Tubes and Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Railway be omitted the figures show a decrease in jour- 
neys of 8,958,134, or 11°6 per cent., and a fall in receipts of 
£306,945, or 7°9 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcels post) were £359,513, or 5°5 per cent. less than in 
January, 1926. The coaching train miles showed a decrease 
of 14,376 or 0°1 per cent. 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 27,707,756, a decline of 12,503, or 0°05 per 
cent. The increase in general merchandise was more than 
offset by the falling off in mineral traffic, principally iron- 
stone and iron ore. The total ton-miles (excluding free- 
hauled) were 3 per cent. more than in January, 1926. Freight 
train receipts (less cost of collection and delivery) amounted 
to £9,043,487, a rise of £277,889, or 3°2 per cent. The 
freight train miles run were 136,188 more than in January, 
1926, an increase of 1°1 per cent. The average train load 
rose 1334 tons to 136) tons, but owing to a falling off in the 
rate of movement the net ton-miles per engine-hour 
decreased from 419 to 407.

SUPPLEMENTARY CONVENTION REVISING 
THE COMMERCIAL TREATY OF 1922. 


A Supplementary Convention revising certain provisions 
of the Anglo-Spanish Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
of 1922* was signed in London on the 5th April. The Con- 
vention is to become operative, without ratification, at mid- 
night, 23rd/24th April; when the provisions of the Treaty) 
which are revised by the Convention cease to have effect. 
The Treaty as modified ‘by the Convention is to remain in 
force for an indefinite period, subject to the right of either 
Party to denounce it at three months’ notice. The text of 
the Convention is printed below. 

The Convention abrogates Schedules A and B annexed to 
the Treaty of 1922 (i.e., the Schedules of special Tariff con- 
cessions on both sides) and provides for the reciprocal 
accord of most-favoured-nation treatment as regards Cus- 
toms duties. This applies to imports into Spain of goods 
produced or manufactured in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, and to imports into Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland of goods produced or manufactured in Spain. In 
virtue of a special stipulation, however, pit coal the produce 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland will benefit on import 
into Spain by a reduction of 40 per cent. of the ‘‘ Second 
Column ’’ duty in force at any time, in respect of a maxi- 
mum quantity of 750,000 tons per annum. 

The Spanish Government informed the British Govern- 
ment that, as from the 24th April, they would remove 
in respect of certain goods the coefficients, i.e., the 20 per 
cent. increase of the Tariff duties imposed by the Decree- 
Law of 9th July, 1926, and reduce by one-half the co- 
efficients in respect of certain other goods. The goods in 
question are as follows :—

By a revision of Article 24 of the Treaty the new Conven- 
tion (see Article IV) provides for the accord by Spain of most- 
favoured-nation treatment to the products and manufactures 
of any British Dominion, Colony or Possession so long as 
such Dominion, Colony or Possession accords to Spanish 
products and manufactures treatment as favourable as that 
accorded to the products and manufactures of any other 
foreign country. 

At the time of the signature of the Convention, Notes were 
exchanged between the two Governments whereby each 
Government undertook in general to limit, as far as pos- 
sible, any prohibitions or restrictions affecting trade between 
the two countries to certain specified purposes, such as de- 
fence, sanitary precautions and safeguarding the revenue; 
and, in the event of either finding it necessary to introduce 
restrictions outside these categories, to give to the other 
Government three weeks’ notice and avoid as far as possible 
interference with the established channels of trade. The 
text of these Notes is given below, immediately following 
the print of the new Convention. 

The Spanish Government informed the British Govern- 
ment that they proposed to abolish all restrictions on the 
storage and stocking of British steel in Spain from the time 
that the new Commercial Arrangement comes into force. 

Effect was given to this undertaking by a Royal Decree- 
Law published in the ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid’”’ on the &th 
April, particulars of which will be found in the ‘‘ Tariff ’’ 
Section of this issue of the ‘‘ Journal.’’

The goods specifically mentioned in Part I of Schedule A 
to the Anglo-Spanish Treaty of 1922 will thus become subject, 
as from 24th April, to the rates of the ‘‘ Second Column ”’ of 
the Spanish Tariff (as modified by the abolition or reduction 
of the coefficients for certain goods, to which reference is 
inade above), except for those articles for which there are 
‘Conventional ’’ rates under other existing Spanish Com- 
mercial Treaties or Conventions, which ‘‘ Conventional ’’ 
rates will, of course, continue to be applicable to United 
Kingdom goods of the kinds concerned, so long as the 
Spanish Treaties or Conventions by which they are fixed 
remain in force. 

In order to make the position clear to exporters in this 
country, a statement has ‘been prepared (and is printed 
below) showing 

(1) The goods (except coal, for which see above) speci- 
fically included in Part I of Schedule A to the Treaty of 
1922, and the rates of duty fixed therefor by the Treaty. 

(2) The ‘‘ Second Column ’”’ rates of duty, taking into 
account the abolition or reduction of the coefficients for 
certain goods which the Spanish Government has 
enacted with effect as from 24th April. 

(3) The ‘‘ Conventional ”’ rates (if any) fixed by other 
existing Spanish Treaties or Conventions, and the names 
of the contracting States, 

It will be understood that so far as goods of United 
Kingdom origin are concerned, the duties fixed by the Treaty 
of 1922 will be superseded, as from 24th April, by the 
‘Second Column ”’ rates set out in the statement, except in 
those cases where ‘‘ Conventional ’’ rates are shown; in such 
cases the ‘‘ Conventional ”’ rate will apply, and where there 
is more than one *‘ Conventional ’’ rate for any class of goods, 
the lower rate will apply. 

ANGLO-SPANISH SOPPLEMENTARY CONVENTION. 
Signed in London on the 5th April, 1927. 

Article I.—The fourth paragraph of Article 1 of the Treaty 
of Commerce and Navigation, signed at Madrid on 31st Octo- 
ber, 1922, shall be deleted. 

Article IJ.—For Articles 5 and 6 of the Treaty signed at 
Madrid on 31st October, 1922, and Schedules A and B referred 
to therein, there shall be substituted the following 
Articles :— 
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‘* Article 5. 

‘‘ Articles produced or manufactured in His Britannic 
Majesty's territories from whatever place arriving shall not 
‘be subjected on importation into Spain, that is to say, the 
territories of the Peninsula, the Balearic Islands: the Canary 
Islands and towns under Spanish sovereignty in the North 
of Africa, to other or higher duties or charges than those 
paid on the like articles produced or manufactured in any 
other foreign country. : 

‘‘ Notwithstanding the provisions of the preceding para- 
graph, His Britannic Majesty will not be entitled to claim 
for raw materials or manufactured articles the produce of 
the territories of His Britannic Majesty the benefit of any 
special treatment which His Catholic Majesty has conceded 
or may concede to the produce or manufactures of Portugal 
or of the Spanish Zone of Morocco. | 


** Article 5A. 

‘* Pit coal (hullas) comprised under Tariff heading 31 of ithe 
Spanish Tariff at present in force, when originating in and 
proceeding from Great Britain and Northern Ireland, will 
benefit by a reduction of 40 per cent. on the duties of the 
Second Column of the Tariff which may be in force at any 
time. This reduction will be applicable to an annual quota 
of 750,000 tons. 

‘Article 6. 

‘“ Articles produced or manufactured in Spain, that is to 
say, the territories of the Peninsula, the Balearic Islands, the 
Canary Islands and towns under Spanish sovereignty in the 
North of Africa, from whatever place arriving, shall not be 
subjected on importation into His Britannic Majesty’s terri- 
tories to other or higher duties or charges than those paid 
on the like articles produced or manufactured in any other 
foreign country. 

‘* Article GA. 


‘*In order to remove doubts it is hereby agreed that the 
most-favoured-nation principle is to be invariably applied 
(subject to the proviso in the second paragraph of Article 5) 
in such manner that articles produced or manufactured in 
the territories of one of the Contracting Parties imported 
into the territories of the other shall not tbe subjected to 
higher duties than the lowest duties accorded to any similar 
articles produced or manufactured in any other foreign 
country whatever may be their specific denomination; and 
in this connection, it is specifically agreed that Spanish 
wines of whatever character and by whatever name known 
shall not on their importation into Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland be dutiable under a scale less favourable, or at a 
higher rate, than the wines of a similar character imported 
in similar containers from any other foreign country, and 
shall not be subjected to any Customs formalities which are 
not applicable to such wines of any other foreign country 
as are of the same character. The above mentioned similarity 
of character between still Spanish wines and still wines of 
any other foreign country shall be established exclusively 
on the basis of alcoholic strength.”’ 


Article III.—The following words appearing at the end 
of Article 12 of the Treaty signed at Madrid on 31st October, 
1922, shall tbe deleted :— ; 

‘and in framing and administering laws with regard to 

the taxation of such companies and branches, each 
contracting party will be guided by the principles 
embodied in the last paragraph of Article 1 of this 
treaty.”’ 


Article IV.—¥For Article 24 of the Treaty signed at Madrid 
on 3lst October, 1922, there shall be substituted the follow- 
ing Article which shall apply to the said Treaty as modified 
by the present Supplementary Convention :— 


** Article 24. 


‘‘ The stipulations of the present Treaty shall not be applic- 
able to any part of His Britannic Majesty’s territories other 
than Great Britain and Northern Ireland unless notice is 
given by His Britannic Majesty’s Representative at Madrid of 
the desire of the Government of such part of His Britannic 
Majesty’s territories that the said stipulation shall be so 
applicable. 

‘Nevertheless goods produced or manufactured in any 
such part of His Britannic Majesty’s territories shall enjoy in 
Spain, that is to say, the territories of the Peninsula, the 
Balearic Islands, the Canary Islands and towns under 
Spanish sovereignty in the North of Africa, complete and 
unconditional most-favoured-nation treatment so long as 
goods produced or manufactured in Spain, that is to say, 
the territorics of the Peninsula, the Balearic Islands, the 
Canary Islands, and towns under Spanish sovereignty in the 
North of Africa, are accorded in such part of His Britannic 
Majesty’s territories treatment as favourable as that accorded 
to goods produced or manufactured in any other foreign 
country subject, however, to the reservation of the right of 
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His Catholic Majesty to accord special treatment. to the pro- 
duce or manufactures of Portugal or the Spanish Zone of 
Morocco. 

‘ As regards the parts of His Britannic Majesly’s territories 
to which the stipulations of the present Treaty shall have 
been made applicable under this Article, either of the Con- 
tracting Parties shati have the right to terminate it separately 
at any time on giving three months’ notice to that effect.”’ 

Article V.—Notwithstanding the provisions of Article 25 
of the Treaty signed at Madrid on 3lst October, 1922, the 
provisions of that Treaty which are revised by the present 
Convention shall cease to have effect as from midnight on 
23rd/24th April, 1927, and the Treaty as modified by the 
present Convention shall continue in force until the expira- 
tion of the present Convention. 

Article VI.—The present Convention shall come into force 
at “midnight on 28rd/24th April, 1927, and shall remain in 
force until the expiration of three months from the date on 
which either of the Contracting Parties shall have denounced 
it. 

NOTES RELATING TO PROHIBITIONS AND 
RESTRICTIONS. 
Note (translation) signed on behalf of the 
Spanish Government, 

I have the honour to state that, it being the desire of the 
Government of His Catholic Majesty and His Britannic 
Majesty’s Government in Great Britain that trade between 
the two countries should as far as possible not be impeded 
by any kind of prohibitions or restrictions, my Government, 
so long as the Anglo-Spanish Commercial Treaty remains in 
force, will in general not impose any prohibitions or restric- 
tions on importation, exportation, consumption, storage or 
use except on one or other of the following grounds, it being 
understood that such exceptional prohibitions or restrictions 
are extended at the same time and in the same way to other 











foreign countries in which similar conditions prevail :— 

(a) Public safety; 

(b) Sanitary grounds or for protection of animals and 
plants against diseases and pests; 

(c) In respect of weapons, ammunition and war material 
and, under exce ptional circumstances 
materi: ils needed in war; 

(d) For the purpose of prohibiting the importation of 
articles where such prohibition is imposed under the Patent 
Laws of the respective countries or the laws relating to the 
marking of imported goods;

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(e) For the purpose of extending to foreign goods pro- 
hibitions and restrictions which are or may hereafter be 
imposed by internal legislation upon the production, sale, 
consumption, or forwarding in Spain of goods of the same 
kind produced in Spain, including, in particular, goods 
which are or may be the subject of a State monopoly or 
similar arrangement; 

(f) For the purpose of facilitating Customs administration 
or safeguarding the revenue; 

(g) Colouring materials the import of which into Spain 
is subject to the restrictive regulations of the Royal Order 
of the 9th March, 1926, in their relation to explosives, and 
the principle of special protection for this industry and for 
national defence. 

In the event of my Government considering it necessary 
on grounds other than those above enumerated to impose a 
new prohibition or restriction on the import, export, con- 
sumption, slorage or use of an article which is of substantial 
interest to British trade, my Government will give His 
Britannic Majesty’s Government in Great Britain three 
weeks’ notice of its intention and will give sympathetic 
consideration to any representations which may be made 
by His Britannic Majesty’s Government in Great Britain in 
respect of such prohibition or restriction. 

In pursuance of the earnest desire of both Governments 
to refrain from measures impeding the maintenance and 
normal development of commerce between the two countries, 
my Government declare that any restriction adopted will be 
made operative in such a way as to afford to trade between 
the two countries all facilities which are compatible with 
the object aimed at in imposing the restriction. In parti- 
cular, interference with the established channels of import 
and distribution will be avoided so far as may ‘be; licensing 
formalities will be made as little burdensome as possible, 
applications for licences will be dealt with expeditiously, and 
any licences issued will be given a reasonable period of 
validity. 

[Nore.—The Note signed on behalf of H.M. Government 
in Great Britain is in similar terms to the above, except that 
sub-paragraph (g) reads as follows :— 

(x) In respect of synthetic organic dyestuffs and colours 
or colouring matter containing them, as well as organic

CUSTOMS DUTY EXEMPTIONS. 


The import Duties (Amendment) Act, 1927 (Act No. VII. 
of 1927), assented to on 22nd March, 1927, provides for the 
addition, under the heading “‘ Manufactured Articles,’’ of 
the following goods to the schedule of articles exempted from 
Customs duty on importation into Malta, viz. :—Paper-board 
and cardboard boxes, cardboard in sheets, cigarette paper 
im reels and tubes for the manufacture of cigarettes imported 
for industrial purposes; labels lithographed or printed in 
colours and wrappers, unprinted, imported for industrial 
purposes; empty bottles and jars, stoppers of any kind for 
bottles, and bags, imported for industrial purposes; wax 
and wicks used in the manufacture of candles; wax, eyelets, 
lasts, heels and soles, imported in connection with shoe- 
making; sumac, imported for use in connection with the 
tanning industry and for dyeing fishing implements; leather 
bands cut in lengths from 23 to 24 inches; small silk bows; 
leather peaks; ready cut linings with printed inscription for 
caps; steel wire cut in lengths from 31 to 32 inches, in- 
tended for use in connection with the local manufacture of 
caps, provided the Collector of Customs is satisfied that they 
are imported for this purpose; hand and machine driven 
tools imported for industrial purposes. 

The Act, in addition, adds the foliowing articles to the 
same Schedule when intended for divine worship and im- 
ported to be used exclusively in connection with such 
divine worship in churches, chapels or other localities 
intended solely for such worship, — viz. :—Chalices, 
ciboriums, pyxes, monstrances, thuribles and incense boats, 
crosses, candlesticks, crucifixes, holy oil vessels, sanctuary 
lamps, stations of the cross, altar cards, cruets, reliquaries, 
processional lanterns, tabernacles and doors of tabernacles, 
exposition thrones.

EXEMPTIONS FROM CUSTOMS DUTY. 


An Order-in-Council, No. 1 of 1927, has recently been 
issued, the effect of which is to permit the duty-free admis- 
sion into Nigeria of the following :— 

Any medicinal preparations containing alcohol (not being 
patent or proprietary medicines) imported direct by regis- 
tered medical practitioners, registered dentists and licensed 
druggists. 

The following appliances, implements, instruments and 
tools, viz., agricultural, surgical and dental, and those for 
artisans, scientific purposes and research, and for surveying 
and prospecting.

[IMPRINT BILL. 


The Board of Trade have received the text of a Bill which 
has been drawn up for the purpose of amending the law 
of the Union relating to printed matter, and which, accord- 
ing to local press reports, has been referred to a Select 
Committee without being read a second time. 

The Bill proposes that no printed matter other than 
newspapers shall be imported into the Union unless an 
imprint or mark indelibly stamped or printed thereon to 
indicate the country in which it was printed appears there- 
on in the case of (a) books, pamphlets and printed works on 
either side of the title page or back page, and (b) all other 
printed matter in legible English or Afrikaans wording in a 
conspicuous place which is not in any way covered or 
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obscured. Further, that in some part of every newspaper 
printed and published in the Union there shall be printed 
the full and correct address at which the same is published 
and the full and correct name of the printer and proprietor: 
and that all printed matter (other than newspapers) printed 
and published in the Union shall bear in some part thereo{ 
an imprint or mark whereby the true name and address of 
the printer may be identified, although any kind of such 
printed matter, produced in the Union, may be exempted 
from these proposed provisions, and a printer in the Union 
may be authorised by the Minister of the Interior to use a 
registered abbreviation or mark in lieu of his full name as 
an imprint. The text of the Bill may be seen by persons 
interested on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 





CONTROL OF IMPORT OF CERTAIN PLANT 
PRODUCTS. 


Proclamation No. 55 of 1927 provides that as from lst 
August next the following articles, viz., any broom or 
brush or other article made in whole or in part from broom 
corn derived from Sorghum, are to be added to the list of 
plants and plant products the importation of which into 
the Union is prohibited, supervised or restricted under the 
provisions of the Agricultural Pests Act.

PREFERENTIAL TARIFF REGULATIONS. 


The Empire Preferential Tariff Regulations, 1927, intro- 
duce revised provisions regarding the entry into the Pre- 
sidency under the British Preferential Tariff of goods pro- 
duced or manufactured in one part of the Empire and 
shipped from another part of the Empire, as well as a revised 
form of certificate which must accompany goods entitled to 
preference under the British Preferential Tariff. 

The revised provision and schedule containing certificate 
are identical with those recently introduced in the case of 
Antigua (see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 3rd March (pages 262-3) ). 





FOREIGN. 





FRANCE. 





VARIOUS BUDGET MODIFICATIONS. 

The issues of the French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 27th 
March and Ist April contain two Budget Laws, dated 26th 
and 3lst March respectively. A summary of the provisions 
of these Laws which are likely to be of interest to British 
traders is given below. 

Tax on Imported Cotton.—Art. 17 of the Law of 31st March 
imposes, for ten years from Ist April, 1927, a special tax of 
1 fr. per 100 kilogs. on the import for consumption in 
France of cotton included in Tariff Nos. 141 and 141 bis 
(cotton, unginned, ginned, carded or absorbent, and cotton 
waste). If it is intended to re-export these products within 
a year in the same state as when imported, the special tax 
may be deposited and will be refunded on re-export. The 
regulations governing the collection of the tax are laid down 
in a Decree of 31st March. 

Petrolewm Monopoly.—The monopoly of the import of crude 
petroleum and its derivatives and residues, which was to 
have come into force on Ist April, 1927 (see the ‘‘ Journal ’ 
for 15th April, 1926, page 439), has been postponed until Ist 
January, 1928, by Art. 22 of the Law of 31st March. 

Turnover Tax.—Art. 61 of the Law of 26th March fixes the 
Turnover Tax on cereals in the grain at 0°55 per cent. in 
cases where these are not exempt. 

Arts. 20 and 21 of the Law of 31st Mareh make certain 
alterations in the regulations concerning the liability of 
agents, intermediaries, representatives and commercial 
travellers to the internal Turnover Tax in respect of goods 
imported by them. 

Identity Cards.—Art. 88 of the Law of 26th March reduces 
the fee for the issue of foreigners’ identity cards to 100 frs. 
The cards are to be valid for two years. 





FRENCH INDIA. 





CERTAIN MINERAL OIL EXEMPT FROM 
CONSUMPTION DUTY. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 3rd April contains 4 
Decree, dated 30th March, which provides that heavy oils 
and lubricating oils are to be exempt from consumption 
duty in French Establishments in India.

CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN FOODSTUFFS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 12th August, 1926 (page 182), it should 
be noted that the reduced German import duties on rye, 
wheat, spelt, oats, maize, dari, pork, bacon, edible fats and 
milling products, fixed by the Law of 10th July, 1926, have 
been continued in force untii 3lst July, 1927, by an Order 
dated 26th March, 1927. 

This Order also amends the duties on milling products, 
and the new duties on these products which came into 
force on Ist April are shown in the following statement. In 
the case of imports of milling products into Germany from 
this country or other countries entitled to most-favoured- 
nation treatment in Germany, there is no change in the 
level of the duties applicable, but the duties applicable to 
imports from other countries are higher than those hitherto 
levied.

DUTIES ON CERTAIN GOODS 
TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED. 


[he Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Buda-Pest 
reports that in virtue of a Decree (No. 1550 M.E.) of Sth 
March, effective as from 8th March, the Hungarian import 
duties have been temporarily suspended in respect of sugar 
beet seeds (ex Tariff No. 71 (a) ), and in respect of molasses 
for alcohol and yeast factories (with permission and under 
control) to an extent not exceeding 150,000 metric quintals 
to be cleared not later than 30th September, 1927. 





CUSTOMS DUTIES ON MINERAL OILS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 3rd February (pages 37-38), it should be 
noted that a Decree (No, 2400 M.E. 1927) of 25th March ex- 
tends until 1st July, 1927, the period during which the im- 
port duties on petrol with a specific gravity of 0°735 to 0°790 
(Tariff No. 322 (a) 2), om mineral illuminating oils 
with a specific gravity of 0°790 to 0°845 (Tariff No. 322 (b) ) 
and on other oils not specially mentioned in the Tariff 
used for engines, spindle oil and similar light oils and 
fuel oil (Tariff No. 822 (c)) are payable at the reduced 
rates of 6:20 and 6°80 gold kronen per 100 kilogs. net 
respectively. " 

Gas oil falling under Tariff No. 322 (c) remains subject to 
the ‘‘ conventional ’’ rate of 4 gold kronen per 100 kilogs. 
net, and all mineral oil products enumerated under Tariff 
No. 322 are dutiable on net weight when imported from 
countries entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment in 
Hungary. 





ITALY. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome re- 
ports, by telegraph, that the price fixed for the period 10th 
to 16th April for certificates for the payment of Customs 
duties is 406 lire per 100 lire gold, i.e., the surcharge 
when the duties are paid in paper is 306 per cent. 

(The price of certificates for the previous week was 42] 
lire per 100 lire gold.)

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports, by telegraph, that the new Roumanian Customs 
Tariff was published in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ on 10th April 
and came into force on 14th April. Goods shipped before 
14th April and arriving before 24th April, however, will be 
dutiable at the rates prescribed in the old Tariff, subject to 
proof of date of shipment. , 





SOVIET UNION. 





NEW CUSTOMS TARIFFS. 

H.M. Representative at Moscow reports that a new collec- 
tion of Customs Tariffs for the U.S.S.R., repealing all previous 
Tariffs and amendments, was promulgated by Decree of the 
Council of Peoples’ Commissairies, dated 11th February. The 
new collection comprises five tariffs : — 

(a) General Import Tariff (European frontier . 

(b) Differential import and export tariff for ports on the 
Pacific Ocean and for the land frontier with Northern China; 

(c) Differential import and export tariff for Murmansk 
port; 

(d) Import Tariff for ports of the Caspian Sea and for the 
Asiatic land frontier from the Black Sea eastwards to the 
junction of the frontiers of the U.S.S.R., Mongolia and 
Northern China, applying to goods originating in the coun- 
tries adjoining those frontiers; 

(e) General Export Tariff. 

There are now eleven groups instead of ten in the General 
Import Tariff, and the classification and description of goods 
have been improved, but the rates of the new import tariff, 
which is highly protective, are considerably higher than 
those formerly in force. All foreign imported goods similar 
to those made in the U.S.S.R. are dutiable, and on articles 
regarded as ‘articles of luxury ’”’ prohibitive duties are 
imposed. 

Machinery not made in U.S.S.R., hitherto duty free, is 
now subject toa duty of six roubles per 100 kilos.; duties on 
all plant and raw material have been increased and the 
facilities allowed during the last two years for duty-free 
admittance (or with large rebates) of industrial plant and 
raw materials almost entirely disappear. The list of duty- 
free agricultural imports is also curtailed by about one-half.

TARIFF AMENDMENTS; ABROGATION OF 
STEEL IMPORT RESTRICTIONS. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of a translation of a Spanish Royal Decree-Law, dated 
the 5th April, and published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ” 
for the 8th April, making provision for certain amendments 
of the Spanish Tariff, and abrogating certain paragraphs of 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





Article 3 of the Decree-Law of the 9th July, 1926, concerning 
restrictions on the import of various iron and steel goods 
into Spain.* The new measure provides as follows :— 

Article 1.—The Tariff classification of items 258, 259 and 
262 of the Customs Tariff now in force is established in the 
following form :— 

Item 258. Fine carbon steel. 

Item 259. Steel containing tungsten, vanadium, or any 
other special alloys, whatever its density. 


Item 262. Ordinary iron and steel. In bars of any section, 
unpolished, not coated with any other material (flat iron— 
“Lilantén’’ and ‘‘ Lianta’’; flat steel bar—‘‘ Pletina ’’), 
except round rods of less than 10 mm, in diameter (19). 

The Index for the application of the Customs Tariff, under 
the item ‘‘ Fine Carbon Steel in Bars’’ will contain the 
following note: ‘‘ All Customs clearances under this head- 
ing will be of a provisional character, subject to the report 
of the Central Laboratory in each case, for which purpose 
the requisite samples will ‘be sent to the Direction-General 
of the branch,’’ the heading, ‘‘ Special Steels up to a density 
of 8... .,’’ etc., which the Tariff Index in force contains 
under item No. 258, being suppressed. Under heading 259 
in the Tariff Index the following item will be substituted 
for the one now contained therein: ‘‘ Special steels of any 
density containing chrome, cobalt, molybdenum, nickel, 
tungsten, vanadium, etc., etc., whatever be the proportions 
of these elements, and steels containing more than 1 per 
cent. of manganese or silicon, in all densities.”’ 


The item ‘‘ Steel bars, special alloys, Tariff Heading 259,’’ 
will be substituted by the following: ‘‘ Steel bars with 
special alloys (‘elementos ’), Tariff Heading 259.”’ 

Article 2.—The coefficients established by the Royal Decree 
of 9th July, 1926, for the following Tariff headings are 
suppressed: 495, 503, 504, 505 and 6506, applicable to 
engines; 590, 591, 592 and 593, applicable to machinery; 722, 
applicable to motor cycles; and 723 in the part which is 
applicable to ball races and bearings. 

Article 3.—The coefficients established by the Royal Decree 
referred to are reduced to half their actual rate, as far as 
the following items of the Customs Tariff are concerned: 
258 and 259, fine steels; 302, points and crossings for rails; 
329, cables; 357, in the part applicable to economisers for 
steam boilers; 363 and 364, tools; 497, engines; 537 and 538, 
machine tools; and 615, accessories for machinery. 


Article 4.—The regime established in paragraphs 2 and 3 
of Section (a) of Article 3¢ of the above-mentioned Royal 
Decree of 3th July last is suppressed as far as concerns the 
conditions of importation, constitution of stocks, and import 
licences for those countries whose Commercial Conventions 
with Spain have established or may establish an exceptional 
regime in regard to prohibitions, restrictions or import 
licences, which may not authorise the application of the 
provisions of the Royal Decree referred to. 


Article 5.—The provisions contained in the present dis- 
position will enter into force on the 24th of the present 
month. 

Article 6.—The petitions, enquiries or claims which may 
arise from the foregoing will be resolved or submitted for 
resolution to the Presidency of the Council of Ministers 
according to the merits of each case by the Council of 
National Econcmy.

+ Paragraphs 2 and 3 in question are the provisions set out on 
page 112 of the ‘‘ Journal ’’ for the 22nd July, 1926, in the para- 
graph beginning ‘‘ importers of pig iron’’ and ending “‘ stocks 
of these goods.’’
